Neutrality Measure Is 
Shunted Aside; Con- 
gressional Drive for 
May 1 Finish Is Hinted. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 9.—(4)—A 
rising tide of democratic criticism em- 
bracing such terms as “autocratic” 
and “dangerous” beat against the farm 
bill today as one threat to early 
adjournment of congress all but dis- 
appeared. 

Congressional leaders who agreed to 
scuttle the ‘controversy-laden perma- 
nent neutrality program for the ses- 
sion were determined, however, to 
hustle the soil conservation—subsidy 
bill through both senate and house—if 
possible by the close of the week.

Freedom of Prisoner 
May Save Girl’s Life 


CHATTANOOGA, Tenn., Feb. 9. 
(UP)—A strange quirk of fate: 
which gave Robert Carleton an 
unique blood type brought him to 
the verge of freedom from the coun- 
ty jail and meant life to seven- 
year-old Charlotte Sinclair. 

Carleton, serving a term for dis- 
orderly conduct in connection with 
a strike here, was called upon by 
doctors to give blood to save the life 
of little Charlotte, who is suffering 
from a strange bone disease. His 
was the only blood which would 
match hers. 

The prisoner has given his blood 
twice weekly to the little girl, but 
confinement jin the county jail had 
so weakened him that it was feared 
future transfusions would be_ im- 
possible. 

An appeal for a pardon was made 
to the Governor. But the Governor, 
it was found, could remit Carleton’s 
$2 fine but could not do anything 
about the $56 costs which were 
assessed against Carleton. 

Citizens here began a subscription 
to raise money to pay the $56. To- 
night, all but $8 had been raised. 
It was expected “that the residue 
would be collected by Monday. 

Doctors said unless Carleton gets 
more exercise and fresh air, his 
blood no longer will help the little 
girl, and additional transfusions 
are necessary to save her life.

“The stream-lined, all-metal plane, 
resembling a flying fish with its flat 
belly and 15-foot wings, failed to leave 
the catapult on its first attempt. On 
the second attempt it went 50 feet up 
in the air and landed 100 feet away 
from the catapult.” 

Containing the most powerful ex- 
plosive mixture known to man—liquid 
oxygen, hydrogen, gasoline, methane 
and aleohol—the rocket plane, with 
2,500 pieces of stamp collectors’ mail,

JUDGE A. W. COZART 

The death of Judge A. W. Cozart, 
of Columbus, removes not only an 
outstanding leader of the Georgia 
bar but a citizen who has for more 
than a third of a century played an 
important part in constructive move- 
ments looking to the betterment of 
conditions in the state. 

A former president of the Geor- 
gia Bar Association, author of nu- 
merous treatises on law and a mem- 
ber for the last several years of 
the State Board of Bar Examiners, 
he has worked unceasingly for the 
improvement of the bar and the 
court procedure of the state. 

During his life time there has 
taken place a fundamental change 
in the scope of law and the methods 
of its practice. Especially has this 
been true during the last quarter 
of a century, resulting in the estab- 
lishment of boards of bar examiners 
in every state in the Union. 

Prior to that time admission to 
the bar had few restrictions and it 
was a Simple matter for a man who 
had but little knowledge of the law 
to be admitted. Up to three years 
ago it was possible under the Geor- 
gia law to gain the right to practice 
law without an examination provided 


the applicant had a diploma from a 
law college. The existence of many 
‘so-called ‘colleges’ of this nature 
which were unequipped to instruct 
their students properly resulted in 
the admission to the bar of many 
/men who were lawyers in name only. 

Three years ago the general as- 
\sembly made it necessary for all 
applicants to stand an examination 
before being able to practice in the 
courts of the state, and Judge 
Cozart rendered yeoman Service in 
bringing about this much-needed re- 
form. 

Remaining on the state board of 
examiners are former Governor John 
M. Slaton and E. W. Maynard, of 
Macon. The board is named by the 
justices of the state supreme court 
and it is vitally important that Judge 
‘Cozart’s successor be a member of 
the bar with the same deep sense

CUT-THROAT CORDIALITY WASHINGTON, Feb. 9.—The na-

an insight into world relationships close-up, in a single room. These 
observations will never be stated officially, but they should be. They 
include some wondrous sights. The cordiality of the British and Italian 
delegates, for instance, was amazing. 3 


PALS The American delegation, before landing in England, agreed that 

the first word heard at the conference would be Gibraltar. The 
British would use it insistingly, the {Italians resentfully. It was fully 
expected that the conference would devolve around that British fort 
dominating the entrance to the Mediterranean. 

At that very time, also, the Italian press was telling its public what a 
bad lot the British are. Mussolini was bristling with daily threats from 
Rome. r

UNDERSTANDING No one even got excited when the Japanese 


withdrew. Everyone seemed to realize that the 
Japanese government was acting for domestic political effect at home. 
It was trying to impress its people with the idea that it is making a big 
nation out of Japan—on paper. 

That also seemed to explain Italian press attacks, and Mussy’s 
bristling. 

The recognition of these domestic political situations created a sort 
of mutual understanding among the delegates. No one previously thought 
that Japan would or could try to build up to United States equality, and 
there was less war talk in London than in Washington. 


WARNING Do not, however, make too much out of this. There are 
| reasons for believing that Europe has gone back to the 
old diplomatic method of secret treaties. This trend lately has been 
Strong. Secret treaties are not mentioned at international conferences. 
Such gatherings these days amount to little more than international cock- 
tail parties. The dirty work is done elsewhere. 


PACIFICATION Since the story got out about President Roosevelt 

ignoring his congressional leaders, several of them 
have been invited in the side door of the White House for lunch. These 
visits have not been publicly recorded, in fact rather extensive secrecy 
precautions were taken. 

Nevertheless, the inside doorman at the last entrance noticed Speaker 
Byrns tip-toeing in a few days ago, and others came individually at an- 
other time. ; 

The purpose seems to be to quiet congressional resentment. Also 
to effectuate a common understanding about what will be done before 
anything is attempted publicly. 

_ Note—Presidential advisers would not be at all surprised if Mr.

HEALTH TALKS

Arthritis, inflammation of a joint. 
(Webster). 

Chronic, continuing for a long time 
( Webster.) 

The focal infection principle, intel- 
ligently applied, has brought about 
great relief or complete cure in a good 
many cases of ‘otherwise hopeless 
chronic arthritis in the past 20 years. 
Focal infection means that the germs, 
say a strain of the notorious Strepto- 
cocci, have been allowed to camp for 
some months in one tonsil, about the 
root of a tooth, or in one of the nasal 
sinuses, and eventually, as they grow 
bolder and stronger, an exploring ex- 
pedition enables them to invade and 
establish a colony in one or more 
joints. There’s a lot more to it, but 
perhaps this will give you some idea 
what we are talking about. 

Please notice I said focal infection 
principle, not theory. Only charlatans 
dare to speak of the germ “theory’’— 
and they dare to do so because they 
know their audience is ignorant. 

Chronic arthritis is not a specific 
condition such as diphtheria or rickets, 
but just a general name for any long- 
standing derangements, inflammation 
or disability of one or more joints, 
whether the cause be injury, infection, 
nutritional disturbance or abnoram|l 
metabolism. Since it is not specific, 
it is unlikely that a remedy or treat- 
ment will be found efficacious in all 
cases of chronic arthritis. Irrespec- 
tive of the nature of the trouble one 
reremdial measure introduced within 
the past decade or two has proved a 
boon to most sufferers who have re- 
ceived it. I refer to medical dia- 
thermy. This does not purport to 
cure; but it does give distinct relief 
and through its effect on metabolism 
contributes with other measures 
toward recovery. 


It appears to be a plausible assump- 
tion that some fault of difficulty in 
calcium metabolism or utilization in 
the body may be concerned in chronic 
arthritis, irrespective of its nature. 

Many readers have assured me that 
they have experienced extraordinary 
relief from such chronie conditions as 
hay fever, asthma, recurring hives, 
giant hives (medically known as an- 
gioneurotic edema) and hyperesthetic 
or allergic rhinitis, from taking for 
periods of months one or another form 
of calcium (usually 10 grains of cal- 
cium lactate three times a day) along 
with daily rations of fish liver oil and 
more or less sun bathing or exposure 
of the skin to ultraviolet light from a 
lamp. where sunlight is not available. 
The fish liver oil contains vitamin D. 
In the body chemistry vitamin D 
seems to be essential for normal cal- 
cium metabolism. We know that ul- 
traviolet light activates a substance in 
the skin (called sterol) changing it to 
viosterol. Perhaps vitamin D is the 
natural stimulant to the function of 
the parathyroid gland. Don’t go away 
now. We're through the worst of it.

HOLLYWOOD, Feb. 9.—Every day 
without fail, at least one person asks 
John Hay Whitney, “Why did you go 
into the picture business?’ The an- 
swer he sometimes gives, “To make 
money,” proves so disconcerting to 
most of his questioners that the con- 
versation is usually brought to an 
abrupt but welcome end—welcome for 
Whitne., who has a hatred amounting 
to a phobia regarding queries about 
his public and private life. 

Hollywood doesn’t quite know what 
to make of its wealthiest producer. 
When Jock Whitney founded his Pio- 
heer Picture Company in the spring 
of 1933, members of the film colony 
regarded him as a rich amateur pri- 
marily interested in the breeding of 
race ‘orses, in playing polo, in dab- 
bling iu the financial side of stage 
shows, on some of which he had lost 
money—and as a playboy whose mo- 
tive for entering the motion picture 
industry was to have a fling with the 
money he could well afford to lose.

ment. When it was learned he owned 
—together with his mother, Mrs.

Born on Reservation. 

One-eighth Kaw Indian, Curtis was 
the only person of such ancestry to 
be elected to the vice presidency. Born 
in 1860, on a farm near North ‘lo- 
peka, he spent his boyhood on the 
Kaw reservation. An expert horse- 
man, Curtis quickly found employ- 
ment as a jockey when he left the 
reservation. His love of horses and 
racing stayed with him throughout 
his life. 

Supporting himself by driving a 
hack, Curtis later studied law. As 
county prosecutor, he crusaded against 
vice and was readily elected to the 
national house of representatives, later 
serving in the senate. 

After his defeat in 1932, Curtis re- 
sumed the practice of law here. Kor 
several days he had been suffering 
from a cold. Yesterday morning he 
seemed much improved, and, encour- 
aged, Mrs. Gann went shopping. 
Shorty afterwards he was seized with 
a heart attack and died before his 
sister could return home.
